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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 


The  bills  of  costs  introduced  into  this  work  are,  for 
convenience,  divided  into  parts.  The  first  part  is 
confined  to  the  orders  and  directions  promulgated 
by  the  judges,  and  which  are  given  therein  ver- 
batim ;  and  although  they  have  already  appeared  in 
many  publications,  the  work  would  not  have  been 
complete  without  them. 

The  next  seven  parts  contain  about  two  hundred 
precedents  for  bills  of  costs  in  the  common  law 
courts,  and  which  are  almost  entirely  copied  from 
bills  of  costs  that  have  undergone  the  ordeal  of  taxa- 
tion by  the  taxing  oflScers  within  the  last  three  or 
four  years,  and  therefore  contain  all  the  recent  alter- 
ations; and  they  will  be  found  suitable  to  almost 
every  occasion  likely  to  arise.  It  is  impossible  to 
find  precedents,  or  to  frame  them,  to  meet  every 
emergency  that  may  occur ;  they  must  therefore  be 
extended  or  altered  according  to  the  actual  circum- 
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Stances  of  each  particular  case.  They  have  been 
carefully  collected,  and  have  been  revised  by  persons 
in  authority  and  of  experience,  and  to  whom  the 
author  is  much  indebted  for  the  loan  of  most  of  the 
precedents ;  and  they  may  therefore  be  safely  relied 
upon  for  their  general  accuracy. 

In  other  publications  fault  has  been  found  with 
the  precedents  for  bills  of  costs  therein  as  not  con- 
taining complete  bills  for  all  occasions ;  and  that  in 
making  out  a  bill  of  costs  in  a  cause,  some  items 
must  be  taken  from  one  part  of  a  book,  and  others 
from  other  parts;  thereby  occasioning  much  addi- 
tional trouble,  inconvenience^  and  difficulty,  and  also 
loss  of  time.  That  objection  has  been  obviated  in 
the  present  work  (as  far  as  it  is  practicable  without 
unnecessary  and  useless  repetition),  and  for  most 
occasions  therefore  complete  bills  will  be  found. 

The  bills  of  costs  for  the  plaintifis  are  all  num- 
bered ;  and  the  bills  for  defendants  are  also  num- 
bered, and  made  to  correspond  with  the  plaintifis' 
bills  in  similar  proceedings,  and  will  therefore  be 
easily  found  in  reference  to  the  corresponding  num- 
bers; this  will  be  found  useful,   and  afford  much 
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fiMuIity  to  the  practitioner.  And  although  the  plain* 
ti£i  or  defendants  will  not  be  entided  to  such  costs 
i^nst  their  respective  opponents,  where  they  do 
not  eventually  succeed  in  the  cause,  they  will  sCill  be 
useful  in  enabling  the  attomies  to  make  out  their 
bills  against  their  clients. 

The  allowances  upon  taxation  of  costs  in  the 
different  common  law  courts  are  now  so  nearly  alike 
that  it  has  been  considered  unnecessary  to  distin- 
guish them,  except  by  an  occasional  note. 

The  greatest  difficulty  on  taxation  now  arises  from 
the  General  Rule,  H.  T.,  2  WiU.  4.  r.  74.,  which 
rule  directs,  that  ^^no  costs  shall  be  allowed  to  a 
plaintiff  on  taxation  upon  any  counts  or  issues  upon 
which  he  has  not  succeeded;  and  the  costs  of  all 
issues  found  for  the  defendant  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  plaintiff's  costs.'*  This  rule  therefore  gives 
to  the  party  who  may  not  be  entitled  to  the  general 
costs  of  the  cause  the  costs  of  immaterial  issues 
found  for  him,  and  which  often  occasions  a  variation 
in  the  allowance  in  the  items  throughout  the  bill. 
To  meet  this  difficulty  the  full  costs  for  the  plaintiff 
in  an  action  from  the  commencement  to  trial  and  to 
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final  judgment  have  been  given  at  No.  48.,  and 
which  will  show  what  the  usual  costs  are  where  a 
general  verdict  is  found  for  the  plaintiff.  A  similar 
bill,  No.  49.,  has  also  been  framed  for  a  case  where  a 
verdict  has  been  found  for  the  plaintiff,  by  which  he 
is  entitled  to  the  general  costs  of  the  cause,  but 
where  some  issues  have  been  found  for  the  defen- 
dant, and  which  will  show  the  principle  upon  which 
such  a  bill  is  taxed.  Another  bill,  No.  50.,  has  also 
been  framed  where  the  issues  are  reversed,  the 
immaterial  issues  only  being  found  for  the  plaintiff, 
and  the  substantial  issues  found  for  the  defendant  ; 
by  which  the  defendant  becomes  entitled  to  the 
general  costs  of  the  cause,  and  the  plaintiff  to  the 
costs  of  the  immaterial  issues  found  for  him  only. 
In  this  latter  bill  the  items  of  all  the  proceedings  in 
the  cause  are  drawn  out,  but  the  charges  are  given 
only  upon  those  parts  of  the  proceedings  relating 
to  the  immaterial  issues;  whereby  it  will  be  seen 
what  costs  are  costs  in  the  cause,  and  what  costs  are 
applicable  to  the  immaterial  issues.  And  although 
this  cannot  be  suitable  to  every  occasion,  it  will, 
nevertheless,  illustrate  the  principle  upon  which  the 
masters  proceed  on  the  taxation  of  costs  in  such 
matters.     In  the  precedents  for  defendants*  bills  of 
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costs  three  bills,  numbered  respectively  99.,  100., 
and  101^  have  been  framed  for  the  defendant,  in 
similar  cases  corresponding  to  the  charges  made  for 
the  plaintifls  at  Nos.  48>  49,  and  50. 

In  the  Appendix,  general  instructions  for  and 
forms  of  affidavits  of  increase  will  be  found  suitable 
to  common  'occasions,  as  also  particularly  applicable 
to  such  cases  of  cross  issues  as  have  been  above 
referred  to,  and  whereby  it  will  be  seen  what  is 
necessary  to  be  deposed  to  in  most  cases. 

The  costs,  as  lately  settled  in  the  Crown  and 
Queen's  Remembrancer's  Offices,  and  in  matters 
relating  to  bankruptcy,  and  published  by  authority, 
are  added;  as  also  the  costs  of  proceedings  in  the 
court  for  relief  of  insolvent  debtors,  for  which  the 
author  is  indebted  to  the  Messrs.  Lewis  of  Ely-place, 
the  very  respectable  and  intelligent  practitioners  in 
that  court.

The  following  remarks  are  necessary  io  be  attended  to. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  scale  of  allow- 
ance to  witnesses  that  some  latitude  is  given,  espe- 
cially as  regards  professional  men ;  and  the  masters 
are  guided  in  their  allowance  by  the  eminence,  pro- 
fessional skill,  and  full  employment  of  such  witnesses. 
It  is  impossible  to  frame  a  scale  with  greater 
precision;  something  must  be  left  to  the  discern- 
ment and  discretion  of  the  attorney;  and  if  that 
discretion  be  fairly  exercised  the  payments  will  be 
allowed. 

A  reasonable  allowance  is  made  for  maps  when 
the  same  may  be  considered  necessary  or  useful  on 
the  trial;  but  no  allowance  is  made  for  making 
surveys  for  the  purpose  of  making  evidence;  nor 
will  the  expense  of  witnesses  going  to  view  premises 
for  such  a  purpose  be  allowed ;  nor  is  any  allow- 
ance made  for  payments  to  scientific  men  for  a  like 
purpose.     Severn  v.  Clive,  S  B.  8f  P.  72. 

The  expenses  of  a  witness  called  to  prove,  trans- 
late, and  explain  ancient  public  documents  are  not 
within  the  rules  of  H.T.  2  Will.  4.  s.  6.,  or  H.T. 
4  Will.  4.  s.  30.,  and  may  be  allowed  by  the  master. 
Barton  v.  Smith,  8  L.  J.  242.  Q.  B.  It  is  also  usual 
to  allow  the  expenses  of  an  intei'preter. 

The  usual  allowance  for   travelling   expenses  is 
limited  to  one  shilling  per  mile  one  way ;  but  if  the 

c  2 
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witnesses  expenses  are  paid  by  the  attorney  or  bis 
client,  and  tbe  same  do  not  amount  to  one  shilling 
per  mile,  no  more  can  be  allowed  by  the  master  than 
is  actually  paid.  RadcUffe  v.  Hall,  3  Dowl,  802. 
The  one  shilling  per  mile  is  generally  supposed  to  be 
sufficient  to  cover  the  ordinary  travelling  expenses ; 
but  if  a  witness  is  unable  to  travel  by  a  public  con- 
veyance, for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  such  public 
conveyance  along  any  part  of  the  road  he  has  to 
travel,  and  he  is,  of  necessity,  compelled  to  hire  a 
conveyance  for  the  purpose,  the  masters  will  allow 
for  any  expense  that  may  appear  to  them  to  be  un- 
avoidable; or  if  a  witness,  from  age  or  infirmity,  is 
unable  to  travel  by  a  public  conveyance,  or  if,  from 
age  or  sickness,  he  is  obliged  to  take  a  nurse  with 
him,  the  necessary  expense  thereof  will  be  allowed. 
So,  likewise,  if  a  female,  having  an  infant,  is  obliged 
to  take  the  infant  with  her,  an  allowance  will  be  made 
for  the  expenses  of  both.  Dixon  v.  Lee,  3  Dowl.  259. 
Or,  if  a  lady,  having  an  infant,  is  obliged  to  take  her 
nurse  with  her,  reasonable  expenses  will  be  allowed. 
It  may  in  general  be  assumed,  that  any  unavoidable 
expenses  to  which  a  witness  may  be  put  he  is  entitled 
to  be  reimbursed;  but  it  must  clearly  appear,  on 
affidavit,  that  such  expenses  have  been  unavoidable. 
If  the  attorney  should  bond  Jide  pay  the  witness, 
before  starting,  a  sum  to  cover  his  travelling  expenses, 
he  is  entitled  to  charge  for  the  same,  by  whatever 
mode  the  witness  may  choose  to  travel. 

If  the  witnesses  should  be  subpoenaed   on  both 
sides,  care  should  be  taken  that  in  the  whole  they 
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)Eire  not  paid  more  than  the  above  scale  may  warrant. 
If,  therefore,  it  is  known  that  a  witness  has  been  sub- 
poenaed on  both  sides,  inquiry  should  be  made  as  to 
what  payment  has  already  been  made,  and  the 
balance  only  should  be  given. 

There  have  been  instances  where  allowance  has 
been  made  to  the  attorney  for  the  expense  of 
taking  his  clerk  to  the  place  of  trial,  although  he 
may  not  be  a  witness,  to  assist  him  at  the  trial,  and 
keep  the  witnesses  together  ready  to  appear  when 
called  upon ;  but  the  attorney  must  be  cautious  in 
doing  so,  as  it  is  only  under  circumstances  fully 
warranting  his  doing  so  that  it  will  be  allowed. 

A  reasonable  allowance  may  be  made  for  sub- 
poenaing a  witness,  and  keeping  him  in  this  country 
from  going  abroad,  if  it  appear  to  be  absolutely 
necessary.  Tempkton  v.  Scott,  6  Moore  §*  S.  601. 
But  great  caution  should  be  observed  by  the  attorney 
in  such  cases,  as  strong  opposition  must  be  expected 
to  any  such  allowance,  and  the  absolute  necessity 
must  be  clearly  and  satisfactorily  made  out ;  and  no 
allowance  can  be  made  for  any  wages  or  salary  or 
profit  which  a  witness  may  appear  to  have  lost  by  his 
detention.     White  v.  Brazier^  3  DowL  499. 

In  case  of  amendments  in  the  record,  whereby 
witnesses  who  have  been  subpoenaed  are  rendered 
unnecessary,  due  diligence  must  be  used  to  counter- 
mand their  attendance,  otherwise  such  witnesses  will 
be  disallowed.     Allport  v.  Baldwin,  2  DowL  599. 

It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  that  a  witness  should 
be  subpoenaed,  in  order  to  entitle  him  to  the  usual 
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allowance ;  it  is  sufficient  if  he  attends  on  request  or 
notice. 

The  attorney  will  not  be  allowed  more  for  a 
witness  than  the  witness  according  to  the  scale  is 
entitled  to,  because  another  witness  may  be  under- 
paid ;  each  witness  must  be  considered  by  himself. 

The  same  scale  of  allowance  is  made  for  foreign 
witnesses  when  they  are  brought  from  abroad  as  for 
other  witnesses.  Lorregan  v.  Boyal  Exchange  Assurance 
Company^  1  Doiol.  223. 

The  same  allowance  is  made  for  the  expenses  of 
witnesses  before  an  arbitrator  as  upon  a  trial  at  nisi 
prius. 

No  charge  can  be  allowed  for  a  release  to  a  witness 
to  render  him  competent. 

Attomies  are  particularly  recommended  to  pay 
the  witnesses  according  to  the  scale,  instead  of  paying 
their  or  part  of  their  tavern  expenses.  The  latter 
creates  much  confusion  and  delay  upon  the  taxation 
of  costs,  as  in  case  it  is  required  by  the  opposite 
party  the  attorney  is  obliged  to  dissect  and  depose 
to  the  portion  of  tavern  expenses  paid  for  each 
witness  respectively,  and  which  frequently  occasions 
a  loss  to  the  attorney,  when  it  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
explained  and  sworn  to. 

The  payments  to  the  witnesses  must  be  actually 
made  before  they  can  be  allowed. 

When  a  witness  is  in  custody  it  is  necessary  to 

issue  a  habeas  corpus  ad  testificandum^  whereupon  he 

IS  brought  into  court  by  the  gaoler.     The  payment 

such  witness  and  gaoler  is  the  same  as  to  any 
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Other  witness.  The  expenses  of  the  habeas,  and  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  witness  and  of  the  gaoler, 
are  also  allowed. 

Witnesses  may  be  subpoenaed  immediately  on 
notice  of  trial  being  given.

Where  in  like  actions  the  plaintiff  seeks  to  recover 
more  than  twenty  pounds  but  fails  to  do  so,  and  the 
judge  does  not  certify  as  aforesaid,  the  plaintiflPs 
costs,  as  well  between  party  and  party  as  also  between 
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attorney  and  client,  shall  be  taxed  fts  upon  a  writ  of 
trial  before  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  where 
attorneys  are  not  allowed  to  act  as  advocates,  as 
herein-after  provided  for,  but  the  defendant's  costs, 
if  any,  are  to  be  taxed  upon  the  usual  scale. 

Provided  also,  that  in  cases  triable  before  the 
sheriff  or  judge  of  an  inferior  court,  where  the  judge 
shall  refuse  to  make  an  order  for  such  trial,  the 
judge  shall,  if  he  shall  think  fit,  direct,  at  the  time  of 
such  refusal,  on  what  scale  the  costs  of  each  party 
shall  be  taxed,  and  in  default  of  such  direction  the 
costs  of  both  parties  shall  be  taxed  on  the  usual 
scale.

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NOTICE   OF  TAXING. 


With  regard  to  notice  of  taxing  and  delivering 
bills  of  costs,  as  there  is  some  difference  in  the  prac- 
tice in  the  several  courts,  it  is  necessary  shortly  to 
notice,  and  give  some  explanation  thereof. 

By  a  rule  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  of  M.  T., 
1  W.4.  r.  10.,  it  was  ordered,  "  that  one  day's  previous 
notice  of  the  time  of  taxing  costs  upon  rules,  orders, 

D 
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town  po9tea%  and  inquisitions,  and  copy  of  the  bill 
of  costs,  and  affidavit  of  increase  (if  any),  shall  be 
given  and  delivered  by  the  attorney  or  attornies  of 
the  party  to  the  attorney  or  attornies  of  the  other 
party  or  parties  in  the  same  action,  at  the  time  of 
service  of  such  notice;  and  that,  in  the  cases  of 
posteas  and  inquisitions  in  country  causes,  that 
notice  shall  be  given  two  days,  and  a  copy  and  affi- 
davit delivered  two  days  before  such  taxation." 

But  by  the  rule  of  all  the  courts,  of  T.  T.,  1  W.  4. 
r.  12.,  it  was  ordered,  ^'  that  before  taxation  of  costs 
one  day's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  opposite 
party." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rule  applicable  to 
the  Court  of  Exchequer,  as  regards  country  posteas, 
and  which  required  two  days  notice,  is  over-ruled 
by  the  last  rule;  and  that  in  no  case  is  more  than 
one  day's  notice  now  necessary  in  that  court.  In  this 
respect,  therefore,  the  practice  is  become  uniform  in 
all  the  courts. 

In  the  courts  of  Queen's  Bench  and  Common 
Pleas  it  is  not  necessary  to  deliver  a  copy  of  the  bill 
of  costs,  or  of  the  affidavit  of  increase,  to  the  opposite 
party,  though  in  practice  it  is  usually  done.  In. 
those  courts  the  affidavit  of  increase  is  left  with  the 
master  the  day  previous  to  the  taxation ;  but  as  the 
copy  affidavit  is  delivered  to  the  opposite  party  in  an 
action  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  leave  the  affidavit  with  the  roasters  of  that  court 
previously.  In  the  Common  Pleas  and  Exchequer 
the  attorney  may  set  down  his  name  in  the  taxing 
list  for  the  following  day,  and  he  will  then  be  called 
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in  his  turn,  which  prevents  all  confiision.  In  the 
masters'  office  in  the  Queen's  Bench  that  is  not  done. 
Notice  given  before  nine  o'clock  at  night  is  deemed 
sufficient  notice  for  the  next  day.  Edmunds  v.  Catesj 
4  Moore  §•  S.  66. ;  6  Dowl  667.  S.  C. 

By  a  subsequent  rule  of  all  the  courts,  of  H.  T., 

4  W.  4.  r.  17.,  it  was  ordered,  **  that  notice  of  taxing 
costs  shall  not  be  necessary  in  any  case  where  the  de- 
fendant has  not  appeared  in  person,  or  by  his  attor- 
ney or  guardian,  notwithstanding  the  general  rule  of 
T.  T.,  1  W.  4."  Notice  of  taxation,  therefore,  is  not 
necessary  where  the  defendant  does  not  appear ;  but 
the  notice  is  necessary  where  the  defendant  does  that 
which  is  equivalent  to  an  appearance.    Lloyd  v.  Kent^ 

5  DowL  125.  Therefore,  where  the  defendant  has 
obtained  an  order  for  particulars  of  the  plaintifPs 
demand,  or  any  order  to  stay  proceedings,  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  notice.  A 
reasonable  sum  may  be  allowed  for  giving  notice  of 
taxation.  TTiorp  v.  Wordy^  2.  C.  §•  J.  488. ;  1  Dowh 
576.  5.  C. 

INDORSING   COSTS   ON  WRITS. 

By  the  general  rules,  H.  T.,  2  W.  4.  r.  2.,  it  was 
ordered,  "  that  upon  every  bailable  writ  and  warrant, 
and  upon  the  copy  of  any  process  served  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt,  the  amount  of  the  debt  shall  be 
stated,  and  the  amount  of  what  the  plaintiff  claims  for 
the  costs  of  such  writ  or  process,  arrest,  or  copy  or  ser- 
vice, and  attending  to  receive  debt  and  costs;  and 
that  upon  payment  thereof  within  four  days  to  the 
plaintiff  or  his  attorney  further  proceedings  will  be

stayed.  But  the  defendant  shall  be  at  liberty,  not- 
withstanding such  payment,  to  have  the  costs  taxed ; 
and  if  more  than  one  sixth  shall  be  disallowed  the 
plaintiflPs  attorney  shall  pay  the  costs  of  taxation." 

The  endorsement  shall  be  written  or  printed  in  the 
following  form : — 

"  The  plaintiff  claims  £  for  debt  and 

£  for  costs." 

"  And  if  the  amount  thereof  be  paid  to  the  plaintiffs 
or  his  attorney  within  four  days  from  the  service 
hereof,  further  proceedings  will  be  stayed." 

And  by  the  general  rules,  M,  T.,  3  W.  4.,  it  was 
ordered,  "  that  the  rule  2  of  H.  T.  1832  shall  be  appli- 
cable  to  all  writs  of  summons,  distringas,  capias,  and 
detainer  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  said  act 
(2  Will.  4.  c.  39.),  and  to  the  costs  of  every  such 
writ."  In  all  actions,  therefore,  brought  to  recover 
a  debt,  the  amount  of  the  debt  and  costs  claimed 
shall  be  endorsed  on  the  writ  and  copy;  but  the 
attorney  must  be  careful  not  to  endorse  for  too 
much,  for  if  it  should  appear  that  he  wilfvUy  charges 
the  smallest  sum  to  which  he  is  not  entitled  he  will 
be  ordered  to  jrefund  the  same,  and  the  court  will 
not  allow  him  the  costs  of  taxation,  although  less 
than  a  sixth  be  deducted  on  taxation  {Holderness  v, 
Beckwith,  6  Dowl  392.;  3  M.  8f  W.  341.  S.  C.) ;  nor 
will  they  allow  the  spirit  of  the  rule  to  be  defeated.

Ik  making  affidavits  of  increase  there  are  several  facts 
that  are  required  to  be  clearly,  distinctly,  and  positively 
sworn  to>  without  which  the  masters  cannot  satisfactorily 
tax  the  costs,  nor  will  they  allow  the  charges  made.  The 
affidavits  must  be  made  by  the  attorney  or  some  clerk 
having  the  management  or  conduct  of  the  cause,  or  who 
can  depose  to  the  facts ;  or  by  the  client,  for  any  pay- 
ments that  may  have  been  made  by  him  to  counsel,  or  to 
witnesses  or  otherwise,  during  the  progress  of  the  action. 
The  place  of  abode  and  quality  or  occupation  of  the 
witnesses,  the  places  and  distances  at  which  they  are 
subpoenaed,  and  the  distances  they  have  to  travel  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  the  trial,  must  be  distinctly  stated, 
and  also  that  they  are  material  and  necessary  witnesses 
for  the  party  on  the  trial  of  the  cause ;  and  it  must  be 
stated  positively  that  they  did  attend  at  the  trial,  and 
also  that  they  attended  as  witnesses  in  no  other  cause, 
and  that  they  had  no  other  business  at  the  place  of  trial. 
The  number  of  days  they  are  necessarily  absent  from 
home  on  the  trial  must  also  be  accurately  sworn  to.  If  an 
attorney  should  attend  as  a  witness  it  must  be  stated 
whether  or  not  he  attended  at  the  place  of  trial  as 
attorney  or  witness  in  any  other  cause,  or  whether  he  had, 
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or  Lad  not,  any  other  business  there.  It  is  also  proper  to 
state  on  what  day  the  cause  was  tried.  It  is  customary 
and  proper  to  introduce  a  scjde  into  the  affidavit  showing 
the  names,  places  of  abode,  and  quality  or  occupation  in 
life  of  the  witnesses,  the  distance  they  reside  from  the 
attorney  in  the  cause,  the  distance  they  have  to  travel  to 
the  assizes,  and  the  number  of  days  they  are  necessarily 
absent,  and  the  sums  of  money  paid  to  each  for  attend- 
ance, as  follows : —

In  paying  the  witnesses  it  should  clearly  appear  how 
much  is  paid  to  each  witness ;  and  if  they  have  been  paid 
partly  in  money,  and  partly  for  their  tavern  bill,  it  should 
clearly  appear  how  much  of  the  tavern  expenses  is  appli- 
cable to  each  person.  But  the  better  way  is  always  to 
pay  them  in  money  according  to  the  scale  of  allowance  to 
witnesses  ;  this  saves  much  time  and  trouble  on  the  taxa- 
tion of  costs,  and  prevents  a  loss  to  attornies,  which 
frequently  occurs,  from  not  being  able  to  separate  the 
charge  for  tavern  bill  so  as  to  show  how  much  may  be 
applicable  to  each  witness.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  divide 
the  same  rateably  amongst  them,  as  it  might  lead  to  the 
injustice  of  paying  too  little  to  one  witness,  and  making 
up  an  average  by  payment  of  too  much  to  another,  and 
which  can  never  be  allowed. 
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Wlieneyer  any  circumstances  occur  during  the  progress 
of  the  action  by  which  expense  is  increased  or  incurred, 
it  most  be  made  distinctly  to  appear,  by  the  affidavit, 
that  such  expense  has  not  been  occasioned  by  the  default 
of  the  party  claiming  the  costs,  but  that  the  same  was 
necessary,  under  the  circumstances,  for  the  purposes  of 
the  suit. 

It  is  impossible  to  frame  an  affidavit  to  meet  every 
emergency  that  may  arise,  but  those  introduced  into  the 
Appendix  will  show  the  usual  form  upon  a  common  occa- 
sion, as  also  in  some  special  instances  of  cross  issues; 
that  is  to  say,  when  some  issues  are  found  for  the  plaintiff 
and  other  issues  for  the  defendant  in  the  same  action. 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  in  cases  of  importance  and 
difficulty,  for  an  attorney  in  the  cause,  residing  in  the 
country  and  employing  an  agent  in  London,  to  attend  a 
trial  of  a  cause  in  London ;  but  to  warrant  the  allowance 
of  such  attendance  by  the  master  it  must  clearly  appear, 
by  the  affidavit  of  increase,  that  such  attendance  was 
absolutely  necessary,  and  that  the  trial  could  not  safely 
be  intrusted  to  an  agent.  A  copy  of  an  affidavit  which 
was  used  for  such  purpose  will  also  be  found  in  the 
Appendix. 

A  reasonable  allowance  is  made  for  maps  or  plans, 
where  the  same  appear,  from  the  nature  or  circumstances 
of  the  case,  to  be  necessary  and  proper.  The  necessity 
thereof  should  also  appear  in  the  affidavit.
